introduction 

This  is  the  first  issue  of  a guide  to  non-Federal  sources  of  current  statistics 
for  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  and  for  some  of  their  component  local  areas.  It  is  a companion  document 
to  the  Directory  of  Federal  Statistics  for  Local  Areas,  1966,  and  the  Directory  of 
Federal  Statistics  for  States,  1967,  both  published  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  It 
is  intended  to  direct  the  user  to  published  sources  of  non-Federal  statistics  on 
social,  political,  and  economic  subjects.  The  directory  cites  primary  sources  of 
statistics  in  either  recurrent  publications  or  one-time  studies  with  data  at  least  as 
recent  as  1960.  Source  documents  cover  a whole  State  or  significant  areas  within 
a State  and  are  issued  by  State  agencies,  colleges  and  universities,  and  private 
organizations.  This  directory  is  an  index  to  about  1,800  statistical  publications.  It 
does  not  purport  to  cover  all  of  the  non-federally  published  statistical  material 
from  or  about  any  State,  but  is  limited  to  documents  obtained  directly  from  the 
issuing  agencies  or  available  in  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  library. 

This  directory  has  two  parts  and  an  appendix.  The  first  part  is  organized  by 
States  and  outlying  areas  with  information  presented  for  13  major  subjects.  The 
second  part,  organized  by  the  same  13  subjects,  refers  to  publications  containing 
data  from  private  organizations  covering  many  States,  counties,  cities,  SMSA's, 
and  other  areas,  and  specifies  the  number  and  kind  of  areas  for  which  data  are 
available.  The  appendix  lists,  for  each  State,  secondary-source  documents  that  did 
not  meet  the  criteria  for  inclusion  in  the  tabular  part  of  the  directory,  but  which 
may  be  useful  for  providing  summary  data.  It  also  includes  State  economic 
indicator  publications. 

Explanatory  notes  on  the  selection  of  materials  and  on  arrangement  of  data 
and  a listing  of  the  abbreviations  used  are  included  as  aids  in  interpreting  the 
tabular  presentation.  Source  references  appear  together  with  the  detailed  entries 
and  contain  enough  identifying  information  to  enable  users  to  write  to  the  issuing 
agency  without  having  to  search  for  an  address. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  evaluate  the  quality  of  the  statistics  in  the 
published  reports  nor,  except  where  noted,  to  specify  whether  the  data  are  based 
on  complete  counts  or  on  samples.  Information  concerning  survey  methods  and 
limitations  of  the  data  may  be  obtained  from  the  source  document  or  from  the 
issuing  agency  or  organization.

Selection  of  materials  for  inclusion 


Arrangement  of  the  data 


The  following  criteria  governed  the  selection  of  materials  comprising 
this  volume: 

1.  The  reports  contain  data  collected  and  published  by  State  agencies, 
colleges  and  universities,  or  private  organizations.  They  may  cover  an  entire 
State,  a significant  area  within  the  State,  or  various  component  areas  of  the 
State. 


2.  All  documents  are  available  in  published  form  or,  if  only  as  tabular 
releases,  are  obtainable  in  libraries  or  upon  request  from  the  originating 
agency. 

3.  For  the  most  part,  documents  represent  primary  sources  of 
information.  References  to  federally-compiled  published  statistics  con- 
tained in  the  source  documents  are  generally  excluded  since  such 
information  is  covered  in  the  directories  of  Federal  statistics.  Statewide 
agriculture  and  employment  statistics,  in  particular,  fall  into  that  category. 
However,  exceptions  occur  in  cases  where  a State  document  presents  more 
details  than  are  covered  by  Federal  sources. 

An  exception  was  made  in  the  treatment  of  documents  containing  data 
on  government  finance  which  are  listed  in  the  Census  of  Governments, 
1967,  Vol.  6,  No.  3,  entitled  "State  Reports  on  State  and  Local 
Government  Finance."  These  documents  are  cited  here  in  the  section  on 
Government  Finance  but  the  data  are  not  described  in  the  tabular  detail. 
"State  Reports  on  State  and  Local  Government  Finances"  is  a biblio- 
graphic report  that  provides  a summary  description  listing  of  periodic  State 
government  publications  containing  statistics  on  State  and  local  govern- 
ment finances.  Some  of  these  documents,  generally  on  education  or  public 
welfare,  also  contain  extensive  nonfinancial  data.  These  data  are  described, 
except  for  the  financial  information  which  is  covered  by  the  statement 
"Detailed  financial  data." 

4.  Publications  containing  the  following  kinds  of  material  are  ex- 
cluded: 

• Data  already  included  in  either  the  Directory  of  Federal  Statistics 
for  Local  Areas  or  the  Directory  of  Federal  Statistics  for  States; 

• data  extracted  from  Federal  published  sources  without  further 
processing  or  analysis; 

• data  shown  for  two  or  more  States  where  values  are  not  specifically 
assigned  to  an  individual  State; 

• materials  confined  to  a limited  number  of  cities,  counties,  or 
metropolitan  areas  in  the  State; 

• budget  estimates  and  other  studies  prepared  for  legislative  con- 
sideration; 

• tables  of  rates  or  legal  provisions,  which  are  not  statistical  in  nature, 
though  stated  in  tabular  form; 

• data  for  individual  firms,  schools,  etc.; 

• attitude  studies  and  motivational  research  on  interests  and  opinions. 


Information  in  the  source  documents  is  organized  under  13  major 
subjects  and  presented  in  the  tabular  form  shown  below.  Each  State, 
outlying  area,  and  the  section  on  organizations  begins  with  a listing  of  the 
major  subjects  and  the  page  number  on  which  each  appears.  If  there  is  no 
information  on  a particular  major  subject,  it  is  omitted  from  the  listing. 
Each  group  of  entries  is  separated  by  blank  spaces  above  and  below  in  all 
columns  and  should  be  read  across  the  page.  The  first  two  columns  state 
the  subject  and  describe  the  data.  The  area  covered  by  the  data  is  specified 
in  the  third  column;  the  time  period  or  frequency  in  the  fourth  column. 
The  source  document,  issuing  agency,  and  any  necessary  explanatory  notes 
along  with  footnotes  from  the  first  four  columns  are  included  in  the  fifth 
column.  Successive  entries  in  the  tabular  detail  column  apply  to  the  same 
area,  time  period,  and  source  document  as  the  first  entry  in  the  group. 

The  "Subject"  column  contains  the  major  subjects  and  subheadings. 
The  latter  are  limited  to  key  words  or  phrases  and  designate  a significant 
modification  of  the  major  subject.  Example: 

EDUCATION 
Elementary 
and  secondary 
—enrollment 
—school  services 
—staff 

Where  the  information  for  a major  subject  is  varied  but  brief, 
subheadings  are  omitted.  Where  no  information  is  presented  for  a 
particular  major  subject,  the  heading  is  omitted. 

The  "Tabular  detail"  column  describes  the  information  available. 
Punctuation  within  this  column  is  used  in  specific  ways.  The  colon  means 
"by"  or  "for”;  the  semicolon  means  "and.”  A colon  after  a descriptive 
phrase  or  series  of  phrases  separated  by  semicolons  indicates  that  the 
phrase  or  phrases  apply  equally  to  each  of  the  descriptions  that  follow  the 
colon.  The  latter  are  separated  by  semicolons  or  are  listed  on  successive 
lines  with  a common  indention.  Each  item  following  the  colon  applies  to 
every  item  preceding  the  colon.  Indentions  represent  successive  levels  of 
information.  For  the  most  part,  terminology  used  in  the  original  data 
sources  has  been  retained.  Where  required  for  clarity,  the  designations  of 
weight,  volume,  value,  number,  or  acreage  are  used. 

I n a number  of  instances,  where  a similar  breakdown  of  detail  applies  to 
several  statistical  series,  a summary  statement  of  the  subject  headings 
appears  on  consecutive  lines,  joined  by  a brace  in  the  left  margin  of  the 
column.  The  subheadings  common  to  those  joined  by  the  brace  are  just 
beneath.  The  following  is  an  example  of  entries  presented  in  this  manner:

The  "Areas  to  which  data  apply"  column  specifies  whether  the  data 
apply  to  the  State  as  a whole,  to  the  State  and  also  to  counties,  to  regions 
within  the  State,  to  municipalities,  or  to  some  counties,  or  some 
municipalities,  etc.  The  entry  "State"  means  the  State  as  a whole; 
"Counties"  means  each  and  every  county;  "Selected  cities"  indicates  that 
the  source  document  must  be  consulted  to  find  out  which  cities  are 
covered. 

The  "Frequency  of  data"  column  gives  the  frequency  of  the  data,  not 
of  the  publication.  In  the  case  of  projections,  both  the  frequency  and  the 
specified  years  are  given.  Monthly  and  quarterly  reports  usually  include 
data  for  several  months  or  quarters,  cumulative  to  date  totals,  and  actual  or 
estimated  annual  figures.  In  the  case  of  one-time  studies,  the  date  of  the 


information  is  given.  Where  the  frequency  is  specified  as  "annual,"  the  data 
may  be  for  the  calendar  year,  the  fiscal  year,  or  a specially  designated  part 
of  the  year,  such  as  the  hunting  season. 

The  "Source  document  and  explanatory  notes"  column  presents  the 
title  of  the  document,  the  issuing  agency  or  organization,  city,  and  ZIP 
code,  with  the  initial  entry  of  information  from  that  document.  Where  the 
document  is  successively  cited,  the  term  Ibid,  is  used.  Where  the  document 
has  been  cited  previously  and  references  to  other  works  intervene,  only 
enough  information  for  identification  is  shown  along  with  the  notation  loc. 
cit.,  meaning  "in  the  location  cited."  This  column  also  contains  footnotes 
for  material  in  other  columns  and  any  other  necessary  comments  about  the 
entry.
